The cud came peacefully and somewhats 


unexpectedly, about six o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 


His illness had been of several weeks in 


length and while directly lie was supposed 
to have passed the crisis in pneumonia* 
danger was apprehended from the vita' 
organ, the heart. 


The sad news soon spread abroad and it 


was early bulletined by THE Sr.\. Every- 
where there were exclamations of mingled 
surprise and sorrow; there were those, who 
had feared the illness would result fatally, 
for Chief. Howard was not a man who 
could have stood a seige of sickness, for 
while physically robust he had for several 
years, or since being on duty inside the 
station, neglected to take regular bodily 
exercise, only sucli as came from the per- 
loroiance of bis duties. 


He was healthy, robust and strong, with 


sick days few and far between,nevertheless 
the first touch of what was supposed to be 
the grippe, showed wherein he was physi- 
cally unprepared to withstand disease and 
following upon his first illness caine a com- 
plication oi diseases which tended to un- 
ilenniue his strength and to affect liis 
beau. 


For several days previous to his death 


fears grew stronger that he would not sur- 
vive, but while life lasted there was hope 
and hope did not die till the soul of Chief 
Howard had flown. 


Chief Iloward was born in Lowell, May 


13, IS-ii, and was nearly 52 years of age at 
bii death. lie was brought up at home, 
educated at the public schools until li 
years of age, when be went to work in tbe 
Lowell Bleachery. 


Later lie became a watchman, and it was 


from this position that in 1871 be joined 
the police force, Bickford Lang being city 
marshal at the time. 
He served as a 


gitrolroan for nearly ten years and under 


ity Marshal JNoyes iu August 1SS1, be be- 


came sergeant and a year later captain of 
the night watch. As Capt. Iloward he 
wad better known than as Chief Iloward, 
for his title clung to him with a persistency 
thato\er two years as chief, could not 
shake off.

The crews of both the life-saving sta- 


tions were summoned, but it -was not 
antil almost noon when the first line was 
fired across tbe bow of the schooner. 
The line foil fur short and tbe next half a 
dozen linos also fell short or else got 
hopelessly snarled. 


Then one from tho mortar of the gov- 


ernment station went across the vessel 
between the fore and main masts. The 
crew seized it and made it fast to the fore- 
mast, but it also got hopelessly fouled, 
and nothing could be done with it.

The speaker concluded with an appeal 


for a better ordinance and oue that can be 
enforced. The mills and public buildings 
here are as well built as any in the coun- 
try, and as a rule the architects here un- 
derstand and carry out in their plans the 
proper means of egress. In many cases an 
architect is obliged to sacrifice strength for 
style and design. For the sake of the poor 
people who pay the reut tlie law should be 
such as to protect their lives. 


An Architect's Opinion. 


Otis A. Merrill read a paper on the 


matter. There should be not only laws 
regarding buildings within the lire district, 
but also the construction of tenements and 
public buildings outside that district. The 
inconsistencies of the present law were ex- 
plained thoroughly by the speaker, who 
showed that it referred to all buildings 
alike, and made no classification whatever. 
Each section was taken up and examples 
of cases where the law was not of use were 
cited. 


The speaker believed that the inspector 


of public buildings should be an architect 
or civil engineer, and should be elected for 
three years, and not 
removed without 


cause. 
The section relating to the re- 


moval of buildings should be abolished. 


Mr, Merrill made suggestions in detail 


regarding the requirements which should 
be met by builders. Having read the re- 
quirements made by insurance under- 
writers, the speaker said "we have poor 
building laws which are not properly en- 
forced." 


In conclusion he quoted an insurance 


man in regard to the danger of conflagra- 
tion from improper buildings. 


Fred W. Sticfcncy 


said the local laws and local inspections 
left many loop holes for the construction 
of dangerous buildings. There should he 
an up to date ordinance in this city, and 
with it an inspector who could act with 
the superintendent of public buildings who 
cannot well attend to inspection owing to 
the facts that his duties as superintendent 
take all his time and that he is not backed 
np by a proper building law. The .speaker 
then suggested a manner of revising the 
ordinance. 


Mayor 1'ie.kman 


was called on to speak, but he stated 
that lie was present for information as the 


tctlstlc one, touching upon the prevailing 
"hard times," and advising a show ol 
Icincncy to worthy members who find it 
dillicult to keep their dues paid up. He 
eulogized the showing Forestry has made 
in this state, and prided in the fact that 
the old Bay state led the Empire state in 
Forestry. He showed the increase in the 
order of the stale, during the past, year, 
both numerically and financially.
